ANNUAL  REPORT,  1896. 

Gentlemen, 

I. 

Within  the  area  of  my  portion  of  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District, 
situate  in  the  County  of  Durham,  there  occurred  during  the  year  1895,  fifteen 
deaths,  making  an  annual  Death-Rate  of  I4’93  per  1,000  of  inhabitants,  as  per 
census  of  1891.  This  shows  a slight  increase  upon  the  rate  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Of  the  above  number,  three  only  were  of  children  under  the  age  of  five 
years,  two  of  them  being  infants  under  twelve  months  old,  that  is  13-3  percent, 
of  total  deaths. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  making  a 
percentage  of  53-3  of  total  number  of  deaths. 

Pulmonary  Diseases  accounted  for  four  Deaths,  including  two  from 
Phthisis. 

Heart  Disease  was  responsible  for  three  Deaths.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  Infectious  Diseases. 

Twenty-three  Births  were  registered  during  the  year. 

II. 

The  General  Sick-Rate  has  been  remarkably  low.  Infectious  Diseases 
have  been  almost  entirely  absent  from  the  district  throughout  the  year,  no 
cases  whatever  having  been  reported  to  me,  a few  cases-  only  of  Whooping- 
Cough  occurring  at  the  village  of  Whorlton  having  come  to  my  knowledge. 

III. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  has  been  supervised  in  the  usual 
thorough  manner.  No  complaints  were  made  to  me. 

All  Cow-Sheds,  Dairies,  etc.  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  found  to 
be  in  good  condition. 

No  action  has  been  called  for  in  connection  with  Workshops  and 
Factories.
